The much-talk*ul of letter from the Prince 
lleirent of Prussia to the Prince Consort of 
England, a copy of which has somehow been 
surreptitiously obtained by the French Em- 
peror, whose acts ami motives it unceremo- 
niously dealt with, is only another proof, 
though certainly a startling one, of t he ex- 
tent to which a system of foreign and do- 
mestic policies i< carried on in the highest 
quarters, for which the recognized Ministers 
oi the Crown are not held responsible. It 
is, of course, very convenient for noblemen 
and gentlemen occupying parliamentary 
station, to be able to shirk in this way con- 
stitutional accountability ; but it is a very 
had thing for the country that they should 

uMblUnrneiTt of ^ sefet^ c^rU™'. ^ 
arbitrary influence in the most vital affairs of 
the nation — an influence which no great or 
patriotic Minister would tolerate for an hour, 
At home, we have the favorites and minions 
of the Court daily thwartit.g the policy of 
the administration, not only with impunity, 
hut with ostentatious encouragement and 
icward. Lord Abercorn votes against Min- 
isters on questions of moment, yet he retains 
his place as l'lince Albert's Groom of the 
Stole. Lord Grey ringleads the opposition 
o the ministerial measures of Reform ; and 
his brother, Sir Charles Grey, not only re- 
tains his place as confidential private Secre- 
tary to the Prince Consort, but the colonelcy 
of the 3rd Regiment is conferred upon him 
—as hateful and disgusting a job as ever 
was perpetrated in the worst of times. 

Lurd Normanby's exploits need no reca- 
pitulation ; yet his brother is retained in his 
place as Private Secretary to the Queen, anil 
every opportunity is seized on for ostenta- 
tiously marking the social favor in which 
he and his fellow confidant in the secret 
correspondence of the Palace are held. 
Lord Clarendod, not satisfied with having a 
brother and a brother-in-law in the Cabinet, 
hopes, by compliance with the whispered 
wishes of the Court, to wriggle himself back 
into Downing-slreet once more; so he re- 
fuses to vote with the Government on the 
Paper Duty, and, matters not being as yet 
quite right for his return lo power, his 
vounger brother is translated from the See 
i)l Carlisle— to which he was only elevated 
Hie other day— to the fat fold of Durham, 
which ranks next to London in the statistics 
of E liscopaoy. And so throughout every 
branch of administrative patronage, the 
friends of the people, the favorites of the 
nation, and those who have deserved well 
of the country, are compelled lo stand by, 
while the obeisanl tools of irresponsible 
authority are everywhere encouraged and 
rewarded. All this is bad enough, but it is 
at least known and obvious ; and if people 
aic mean enough to submit mutely to Us 
continuance, they have but themselves to 
blame. It is otherwise with regard to foreign 
a Lairs, 

Public diplomacy as conducted in our 
i.oo- is hard enough to hear, Heaven knows ; 
but manifold as are its blunders and its jobs, 
,• is nothing when compared with the pri- 
vate diplomacy of compiolliiig palaces and

tween certain high Personages themselves, 
— and a precious mess they seem likely to 
make of it. Even in the interchange ot 
sympathetic fears and hatreds regarding 
their Imperial neighbor, whom they despise 
as a parvenu even more than they detest him 
as an apprehended aggressor, they do not 
seem to know how lo avoid being overlooked 
or overheard. There is, no doubt, some- 
thing sinister and shabby in the system of 
espionage which put Napoleon III. in posses- 
sion of the intercepted letter. But is there 
nothing to be deprecated or despised in the 
system which keeps up elaborate and osten- 
tatious pretensions of friendship with a 
neighboring Court, while interchanging se- 
cretly, vows of detestation, and epithets of 
personal abuse? The alleged demand for 
explanations by the French Ambassador at 
Berlin has been contradicted in a semi-offi- 
cial way, and (or aught we know or care 
there may have been no foundation to this 
p inion of the story. But the existence of 
the letter from the Prince Regent to the 
Prince Consort, in which the Imperial ally 
of both is spoken of as a brigand, has not 
and cannot be denied; and the Minister, 
whether Prussian or English, who affects to 
look on unconcerned, will one day have 
much to answer for.

Civilized Labor.— We are glad to per- 
ceive the action taken by the municipal 
council with regard to employing civilized 
labor on all works contracted for in connec- 
tion with the municipal body. The decision 
of the council may be looked upon by some 
as rather arbitrary arid restrictive ; but we 
hold that the duty of all legislative bodies 
in the expenditure of public money is not 
so much to obtain work at the cheapest rale 
as to adopt that course which may redound 
most to the benefit of the whole commu- 
nity. Expending public money in employ- 
ing Indians, while numbers of industrious 
and hard working civilized men ore sure to 
be amongst us shortly in want of employ- 
ment, would not certainly be the most judi- 
cious policy to pursue; for while there is a 
great liklihood of the latter class becoming 
permanent settlers in and about New West- 
minster, and so improving the town, the 
erratic and wandering propensities of the 
Indian make him anything but a desirable 
or profitable acquisition to our society. — N.

Jail Limits. 



Loud complaints have from time to time 
been made in consequence of incarcerating 
debtors .-»mong felons and petty larceny 
rogues in the common jail. There certainly 
should be a debtor's room, so long as the 
barbarous practice of imprisoning honest 
debtors remains law. But it is not specially 
to urge this subjeit upon public attention, 
that we have taken for the caption of this 
article, "Jail Limits." What we wish to 
show is, that it would be fat more humane, 
and much more advantageous to the town 
and colony, were there a law authorizing the 
ex tension' of the jail limits, in certain cases, 
to the boundary of the town. For instance, 
when an honest insolvent debtor is arrested 
on execution, if he could give bonds that he 
would not leave such jail limits, he might be 
released from arrest and have ample oppor- 
tunity to accumulate sufficient td satisfy his 
creditors. 

As it is now in the mixed state of our 
laws, he must rot in pirson till doomsday, 
except his creditor generously releases him. 
Such tender mercies usually corne too late 
to do much good. As we are siluated with 
our free port and free trade, we want some 
liberal law respecting arrest for debt; and 
some such ns we have hinted at we believe 
would do a great deal ot good. It has be- 
come a custom of our American neighbors 
to follow debtors to this place, and here test 
the power of British law by arrest. The 
consequence is that we have deprived our- 
selves of considerable accessions to our 
population. It may be said that we are 
well rid of them. If they were rogues, so 
say we. But we do not believe that the 
majority of men who become embarrassed 
are rogues. Therefore, we do not wish to 
mete out to the honest but unfortunate 
debtor the same punishment that we would 
to one who had fraudulently incurred liabili- 
ties. We would grant some relief to the 
honest debtor, and at the same time afford 
ot imprisonment for debt now prevents 
many coming here, liut it does more. 
It drives many away. We find that it 
is often the case that a resident be- 
comes embarrassed. His credilors are ur- 
gent. Pay the money or go to jail is their 
ultimatum. What is the result olteu 
when the money is not paid ? Why the 
debior rather than submit to imprisonment 
leaves for American Territory. Thus the 
creditor fails lo get his money and the 
colony loses one of its population ; and if he 
has a wile and family, they will piecede or 
follow. It is easy therefore to perceive the 
disadvantages to the creditor and the col- 
ony. Whereas had we milder law the 
debls of an insolvent debtor are more likely 
to be paid. 

Were the whole question of insolvency 
taken up, ever jail limits itself might be 
superseded, and imprisonment for debt be 
reserved for the fraudulent. In older coun- 
tries the bankrupt merchant may give up 
all his property and thus be released from 
his embarrassment. We certainly see no 
good reason why a similar law should not 
exist here; and we are confident that the 
general results would be good. 



The Mood y-uuhg Journal. — No wonder 
there is a new volcano in British Columbia. 
Some safety-valve had to be opened before 
the AW Westminster Times dare show its 
learning. Our remarks on the New West- 
minster address were taken as the first les- 
ion; anil the result is the discovery of one 
11 that" too many in one sentence, and the 
want of a semicolon in another. British 
Columbia, after that, may well allord lo 
keep a live volcano lo supply itself with 
brimstone, to cure the pedantic ami peda- 
gogical iu hi'Jfl of the Times to show its skill 
as a proof-reader. That kind of lulont rimy 
not be of a high oider; still the Times is 
highly gifted with the kind, such at) it in 
The best proof of a journal possessing it, is 
when a week's study is spent to write an 
arliele about "twaddle." If thorn is any- 
thing, however, superlatively ridiculous, it 
is a village journal that does riot possess 
wit enough to answer an argument; but 
commences school-boy exercises lo show 
that it had swallowed Murray's Grammar, 
anil was ut'.ackod occasionally with a fit of I 
coughing up the cover. 



Bill for the REGrsTRATioN or Title 

Deeds.— This bill, which will shortly be 
considered in a Committee of the Whole 
House of Assembly, provides for the es- 
tablishment of a Land Registry Office in 
Victoria. The Registrar must be a barris- 
ter, "admitted to practice as such in the 
Supreme Court of Civil Justice of Vancou- 
ver Island," and shall be appointed by the 
Governor. Every person claiming in his 
own right to be the legal owner in fee 
simple in possession of real estate, may 
register his name in a book to be kept at 
the otiice of the Registrar, and shall also 
register a description of the land ; in all 
such cases a duplicate ceitificate will be 
issued to the party so registering. Within 
one year aflor the registering of any real 
estate, a caveat may be entered against any 
land so registered by any party claiming 
an equitable interest in the real estate. If 
real estate be registered for the term of five 
years without any issue being entered, the 
title become indefeasible. Pri irity in point 
of registration gives priority of title where 
the same land is registered in favor of two 
or more persons. Five years' registration of 
a caveat, without an issue remaining regis- 
tered and unsatisfied against the same, 
renders the interest thereunder indefeasible. 
No undivided interest in real ostate will at 
any time be registered. The Registrar 
shall, after receiving due notice from the 
party against whose properly a caveat may 
have been filed, cause the party filing the 
caveat to bring the question to immediate 
trial ; and the party so called upon to bring 
such action, must give security in a sum 
not exceeding £100 for the pay i ent of all 
costs. No judgment will affect any regis- 
tered real estate, until a eatieal shall have 
been filed with the Registrar. The salary 
and fees to be allowed the Registrar are 
not stated in the bill, but is left with the 
House to determine the amount he shall 
receive for the duties so performed. 

The Lord.s and the Commons.— We 
have several times alluded, in our news 
columns, to a diliioulty of a serious nature 
which has existed for some time past be- 
tween ihe two branches of the British Par- 
liament. The nature of the difficulty is 
this: Mr. Gladstone, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, reported to the Commons in March 
last the annual Budget for finding Ways 
and Means for raising a revenue to meet 
the expenses of government for the current 
year. Among the items was one repealing 
the tax on paper (bringing in a revenue of 

ftWe^fri The 1 "re venu e^tli uT'c a us e dT Th i s 
project the Lords "rebel" against, and, 
after a series of stormy sessions, have de- 
cided that although they have not the power 
to modify or amend any money bill which 
might tome from the Lower House, they 
still have Ihe power to reject any financial 
scheme they may see fit. Mr. Bright and 
his party, in speeches and pamphlets, de- 
clare that the House of Lords has no power 
in the matter, and the debates on the sub- 
ject in both Houses has grown very exciting. 
Mr. Gladstone has expressed intention, in 
case the decision of the Upper House is 
confirmed, of resigning, and thus, at last 
advice*, the quarrel stood. 

Loggerheads. — President McClure and 
the New Westminster Council are at log- 
gerhe. ils. He would not sign the Council's 
address lo the Prince of Wales. The Coun- 
cilors indignant at so great a breach of par- 
liamentary pntctice, got up a duplicate and 
sent it off by post. Where the address 
pinches the President is not clear from the 
minutes. Perhaps he does not believe in 
the address expressing loyalty to their 
fellow subject. Wales ; for fear the absentee 
Attorney General might issue a warrant for 
treason to our Sovereign Lady the Queen. 
Il is alleged, however, that the hit at ab- 
sentees in the address is the sticking point ; 
ns any kind of treason would be tolerated, 
so long as the truth was not told. New 
Westminster will prosper now. The Presi- 
dent and Co unci lot a Armstrong and Cormao 
are practical men, who don't "put their 
trust in princes." 



Russel's Mastic Roofino.— The roof 
of Moore's new building on Yates street, 
was yesterday covered with this new pre- 
paration. Slips of light duck, covered on 
the underside with South Carolina pitch, 
are first laid down, and coated with a 
liquid called " fire-proof paint ;" a layer of 
sand and small gravel is then spread over 
the duck, to the thickness of about half-an- 
inch, and the work is done. The agents 
claim that a roof thus covered is perfectly 
fire and weather-proof, is cheaper, and will 
last much longer than any other. It has 
lately been introduced into San Francisco, 
where il is said to have been highly suc- 
cessful. 

The Chief Encineership.— The bill to 
incorporate the Victoria Fire Department 
has passed the Council, received his Excel- 
lency's signature, and is consequently now 
a law. The department will no doubt set 
an early day upon which the election will 
be held, and we hope and believe a com- 
petent person will be selected for the posi- 
tion. The sooner the election is held, the 
better ; as the power of commanding at fires 
heretofore vested in the stipendiary magis- 
trate, will then be at an end. 

The Silver Mine at Hope.— Mr. Mul- 
ler, a San Francisco metallurgist, has been 
to the Greenwood silver lead, and smelted 
some of the ore, which yielded 871(3 to the 
ton. He offered the proprietors S100 per 
ton for selected ore laid down at Fort Hope ; 
but the offer was declined by the proprie- 
tors. In the meanlime, prospecting goes 
on, and the deeper the lead is followed the 
richer it becomes.

Pay ok U. S. Army Officers. — The 
Army Register, recently issued, exhibits 
many interesting facts in relation to the 
compensation received by the officers of 
the United States army, of which the pay 
is an inconsiderable part. The regular pay 
of Mai. Gen. Scott is 832-10, while his ag- 
gregate pay, consisting of rations, allow- 
ance, ate., amounts to S15,539 09. Brigadier 
General Harney gets as pay S1240, but was 
allowed for "transportation of bagnage 
$1195 90, and his allowance was 85498. 
General Twiggs received a total of SS45P* 83. 
General Wool, So80b" 19. The pay of Sur- 
geons is $900 but their perquisites are from 
two to three times that amount. Col. Tot- 
ten, of the Engineer Corps, is down for 
81320 pay, and an auureuate of S.'itiol), and 
Col. Aberl of the Topographical Corps, for 
the same pay, and an aggregate of $4460 all. 
There does not appear to be any Captain ot 
draeoons, cavalry, mounted riflemen, or 
artillery, who receives altogether as much 
as SoOOO during the year, and but four of 
all tliB Captains among ten regiments of 
infantry exceeded that amount. 

Decision on the Liability ok Express
